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The  Report  of  the  General  Committee  for 
directings  managing ,  and  tranjadling 
the  Bujinefs ,  Affairs ,  Eftate ,  jE/^ 

Corporation  of  the  Go¬ 
vernors  and  Guardians  of  the  Ho - 
JpitaP  for  the  Maintenance  and  Edu - 
cation  of  expofed  and  deferted  young 
Children ,  relating  to  the  General  Plan 
for  executing  the  Purpofes  of  the 
Royal  Charter ,  eft ablif ding  this  Ho¬ 
ff it al. 


IN  Parlance  of  the  Order  of  the  Ge¬ 
neral  Court  made  the  Fourteenth  Day 
of  May  laft,  we  have  prepared  a  Ge¬ 
neral  Plan  for  the  Government  of  this 
Corporation,  and  for  the  Execution  of 
the  charitable  Purpofes  for  which  it  was 
eredted  *  in  forming  of  which,  Regard  is 
had  as  well  to  the  prefent  State  of  your 
Revenue,  and  your  Refolution  of  imme¬ 
diately  receiving  fixty  Children,  as  to  your 
moft  extenfive  View  of  relieving  all  who 
fhali  equally  be  Objedts  of  your  Compaf- 
fion,  when  your  Income  fhali  be  fufficient 
for  that  Purpofe. 
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As  your  Revenue  at  prefent  amounts 
only  to  about  Six  hundred  Pounds  a 
Year,  it  will  require  the  greateft  Frugality 
to  maintain  even  Sixty  Children,  and  to 
pay  the  neceflary  Officers  and  Servants, 
without  a  Diminution  of  your  Capital, 
we  have  therefore  ufed  our  utmoft  Atten¬ 
tion  to  prevent  even  a  Poffibility  of  any 
Mifapplication  of  your  Income,  and  to 
make  your  Accompts  eafily  intelligible  to 
every  Perfon  who  ffiall  define  to  infpedt 
them. 

As  the  Prefervation  of  the  Children  who 
ffiall  be  received  into  the  Hofpital  muft 
greatly  depend  on  the  Care  of  Nurfes,  we 
have  propofed  a  Method  by  which  their 
Behaviour  will  continually  be  fubjedl  to 
the  Infpedlion  of  the  Governors  of  this 
Hofpital,  in  a  Rotation  ;  which,  if  ap-  * 
proved  of,  we  think  will  be  greatly  to  the 
Benefit  of  the  Charity,  and  not  be  trou- 
blefome  to  the  Governors,  fmee  the  At¬ 
tendance  of  each  Governor,  two  or  three 
Mornings  in  a  Year,  would  be  fufficient 
for  that  Purpofe. 

We  hope,  in  this  Refpe£t,  this  Corpo¬ 
ration  may  receive  Affiflance  from  other 
Perlons,  whole  Charity  may  induce  them 
to  vifit  your  Hofpital,  and  infpefl  its  Ma¬ 
nagement,  fince  they  may  be  affured  your 
Committee  will  always  pay  due  Regard  to 
any  Advice  or  Information  which  fuch  A 
Perfons  ffiall  give  them,  either  verbally, 

or 
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or  by  Letter :  And  in  this  Method  we 
hope  we  may  receive  the  ASTiftance  of  the 
Fair  Sex,  who,  although  excluded  by  Cu- 
ftom  from  the  Management  of  publick 
Bufinefs,  are  by  their  natural  Tendernefs 
and  Compaffion  peculiarly  enabled  to  ad- 
vife  in  the  Care  and  Management  of  Chil¬ 
dren  ;  and  they  may,  without  Trouble  to 
themfelves,  fee  the  CEconomy  of  the  Ho- 
fpital,  and  communicate  their  Observations 
to  any  Governor,  or  to  your  Committee,, 
by  a  Memorandum  put  into  the  Charity 
Box,  or  in  fuch  Manner  as  they  Shall  think 
fit.  As  the  Children  who  Shall  be  brought 
up  by  this  Hofpital  owe  their  Prefer vation 
to  Charity,  we  have  propofed  that  they 
may  be  fo  educated  and  difpofed  of,  as 
Shall  make  them  moft  ufeful  to  the  Pub- 
lick. 


CHAP,  I. 

Of  the  Reception ,  Maintenance ,  and 
placing  out  of  Children . 

IT  is  propofed,  That  a  proper  Houle  be 
provided,  with  a  Court-yard  before  it, 
walled  in  (at  leaft  fix  Feet  high)  and  a 
Porter  to  attend  in  the  Lodge,  to  let  in 
any  Perfon  who  brings  a  Child,  and  carry 
the  Child  to  the  proper  Officer  •,  that 
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whild  the  Circum dances  of  the  Corpora¬ 
tion  are  fuch  as  to  admit  only  a  limited 
Number,  each  Child  fhall  be  infpected,  as 
hereafter  directed  •,  and  the  Porter  is  to 
take  Care  that  the  Perfbn  who  brought  it 
does  not  go  away,  until  the  Child  is  re¬ 
ceived  or  returned.  No  Child  fhall  be  re¬ 
turned  who  is  not  above  the  Age  of  two 
Months,  except  fuch  as  has  the  French 
Pox,  Evil,  Leprofy,  or  Difeafe  of  the 
like  Nature.  And  in  order  to  know  what 
Children  are  healthy,  the  chief  Nurfe 
(with  fuch  other  Nurfe  as  fhe  fhall  think 
iit  to  call  to  her  Abidance)  and  the  Apo¬ 
thecary  of  the  Houfe  (fo  foon  as  one  fhall 
be  appointed )  fhall  inipeft  every  Child  as 
foon  as  it  is  brought  to  the  Hofpital,  and 
fhall  diredt  which  fhall  be  received  into 
the  Hofpital,  and  which  at  prefent  fhall  be 
returned,  or  hereafter  otherwife  difpofed 
of. 

Immediately  on  the  Reception  of  each 
Child,  the  Steward  fliall  enter  on  a  Sheet 
of  Paper,  its  Sex,  fuppofed  Age,  the  Y ear. 
Day,  and  Hour  when  brought,  Defcriptiqn 
of  the  Child,  the  Marks  (if  any)  on  its 
Body,  and  the  Child’s  Drefs  •,  and  particu¬ 
lar  Mention  is  to  be  made  of  any  W riting 
or  other  Thing  brought  with  the  Child. 
He  fhall  feal  up,  and  number  fuch  Sheet 
of  Paper,  and  affix  a  Label,  with  the  fame 
Number  dampt  upon  it,  with  a  Piece  of 
Tape,  to  fome  Part  of  the  Child’s  Body, 

fealing 
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fea'ling  the  Knot  of  the  Tape  to  prevent 
its  being  taken  off :  This  done,  the  chief 
Nurfe  fhall  deliver  the  Child  to  a  proper 
Nurie ;  and  the  next  Day  the  Steward  fhall 
deliver  his  Paper  to  the  Daily  Committee, 
who  fhall  call  for  the  Child,  and  the  Per- 
fbns  who  received  it  *,  and  having  examin¬ 
ed  the  Paper  and  Perfons,  if  they  fee 
Caufe,  fhall  order  a  Copy  thereof  to  be 
made,  with  fuch  Addition  or  Alteration  as 
they  fhall  judge  proper,  to  be  numbered 
and  kept  as  hereafter  is  directed.  *  *  See 

The  Daily  Committee  fhall  then  affix  Cliap‘ 
a  new  Number  to  fome  Part  of  the  Child’s 
Body,  rolled  up,  and  fealed,  entering  fuch 
Number,  the  Time  of  Reception,  and 
the  Reference  to  the  Paper  of  Marks  in 
the  Regifter  *  Book,  together  with  the  *  See 
Chriftian  and  Surname  which  they  fhall  CiiaP*  4* 
give  the  Child. 

Thefe  Names  are  to  be  wrote  on  a  Label, 
fealed  up,  and  affixed  to  fome  Part  of  the 
Child’s  Body,  and  the  Child  cloathed  with 
the  Cloaths  of  the  Hofpital,  as  hereafter 
directed.*  The  Child  is  to  be  baptized  *j^e  g 
in  the  Evening  of  the  next  Sunday ,  im¬ 
mediately  after  divine  Service,  by  fuch 
Minifter  of  the  Church  of  Englatid ,  as  the 
Daily  Committee  fhall  appoint,  unlefs  it 
fhall  appear  to  them  that  fuch  Child  has 
been  baptized  before.  An  Entry  of  the 
Baptifm  is  to  be  made  in  a  Book  provided 
for  that  Purpofe,  figned  by  the  Minifter 
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and  one  of  the  Daily  Committee  (if  pre- 
fent)  or  by  the  Steward  of  the  Houfe  ^ 
which  is  to  be  numbered  in  the  Margin,  and 
the  fame  Number  wrote  on  the  Label  fix¬ 
ed  to  the  Child,  under  the  Governor’s 
Number,  and  the  Label  to  be  again  fealed 
up,  and  to  remain  always  fixed  to  the 
Child  *,  which  Number  is  alfo  to  be  enter¬ 
ed  in  the  proper  Column  of  the  General 
Regift er  Book. 

In  order  to  be  informed  of  the  beft 
Method  of  bringing  up  young  Children, 
we  have  confulted  the  College  of  Phyfici- 
ans  thereupon,  who  are  of  Opinion,  that 
it  is  moft  advifeable  for  this  Corporation, 
that  no  Children  be  fuckled  but  fuch  as 
cannot  be  brought  up  by  Hand  ;  and  that 
Opiates  ought  never  to  be  adminiftered  by 
<  Nurfes. 

That  fuch  of  the  Children  who  require 
to  be  fuckled,  Ihould  be  delivered  out  of 
the  Holpital  to  Country  Nurfes,  as  foon 
as  proper  Country  Nurfes  can  be  procured, 
and  remain  with  them  till  they  arrive  at 
the  Age  of  Three  Years  :  And  proper 
Entries  fhall  be  made  in  the  Regifter  of 
the  Time  when  delivered  out,  of  the  Nurfe’s 
Name,  her  Place  of  Abode,  and  other  Par- 
*  See  ticulars  as  hereafter  direded.  * 

Chap.  4.  The  Children,  when  taken  from  Nurfe, 
are  to  be  taught  to  read,  and  inftrucfted  in 
the  Principles  of  the  Chriftian  Religion, 
and  brought  up  to  Labour,  fit  for  their 

Age 
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Age  and  Sex  ;  and  as  loon  as  they  attain 
proper  Ages,  the  Boys  fhall  be  put  out  to 
Husbandry,  other  Labour,  or  to  the  Sea 
Service  *,  and  the  Girls  be  employed  in 
the  Houfe,  or  placed  out  at  Service  *,  the 
General  Committee  taking  care  that  they 
be  furnifhed  with  Cloaths  and  Neceffaries  *, 
and  that  proper  Contradls  be  made  with 
their  Mailers  and  Miflreffes  to  prevent  any 
Abufe. 

A.  Regiiler  of  the  Children  fo  placed 
out,  fhall  be  kept  in  the  Manner  hereafter 
diredted.*  *  See 

When  any  Perfon  fhall  reclaim  a  Child,  Chap.  4. 
they  fhall  attend  the  Daily  Committee,  and 
fhall  be  examined  by  them  what  Right 
they  have  to  the  Child,  what  are  their  Cir- 
cumilances,  whether  they  are  able  and 
willing  to  provide  for  the  Child,  and  to 
pay  for  its  Maintenance  in  the  Hofpital  a 
Sum  to  be  limited  by  the  Daily  Committee  *, 
and  if  they  fhall  fatisfy  the  faid  Committee 
in  the  above  Particulars,  the  proper  Re- 
giilers  fhall  be  fearched  ;  and  if  the  Child 
appears  to  be  living,  the  faid  Committee 
fhall  report  thefe  Fadls,  as  they  appear  to 
them,  to  the  General  Committee,  who 
have  Power  to  order  fuch  Child  to  be  de¬ 
livered  to  the  Perfon,  on  their  complying 
with  the  Terms  required,  if  the  General 
Committee  approve  thereof. 

When  any  Perfon  brought  up  in  this 
Hofpital  fhall  be  difcharged,  by  attaining 

the 
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die  Age  fixed  by  the  Aft  of  Parliament, 
or  by  any  other  Means,  the  General  Com¬ 
mittee,  at  their  Difcretion,  fhall  give  them 
Cloaths  or  Neceffaries,  not  exceeding  the 
Value  of  Ten  Pounds  •,  or  if  any  Girl  fhall 
marry  before  her  Difcharge,  with  Confent 
of  the  General  Committee,  fhe  fhall  have 
a  Portion  in  Money  and  Neceffaries  given 
her  by  the  Holpital,  not  exceeding  the  Va¬ 
lue  of  Ten  Pounds.  A  proper  Entry  is  to 
be  made  in  the  Regifter  Book,  of  the 
*  See  Death  or  Difcharge  of  each  Child. *  The 
Chap.  4.  Cloathing  of  the  Children,  and  Care  of 
them  when  fick,  is  provided  for  in  Chap¬ 
ters  the  Vth,  Vllth,  and  VUIth. 


CHAP.  II. 

Of  the  Nurfes . 

rip  H  A  T  we  having  confidcred  of  the 
JL  beft  Method  to  procure  healthy  and 
careful  Nurfes  for  the  Holpital,  did  fome 
time  ago  fettle  fuch  Queftions  as  we  thought 
neceflary  to  procure  Information  on  that 
Subject,  which  have  been  printed  and  di- 
ftributed  to  the  Governors  to  obtain  it  ; 
but  in  general  we  think,  there  fhould  be 
two  Wet  Nurfes,  and  four  Dry  Nurfes, 
taken  into  the  Holpital,  before  any  Chil¬ 
dren  be  admitted,  to  luckle  and  take  care 
of  the  Children  which  fhall  be  kept  in  the 

Holpital, 
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Hofpital,  or  until  they  are  font  out  to 
Country  Nurfes  (in  cafe  you  (hall  be  of 
Opinion  they  ought  fo  to  be)  and  a  farther 
fufficient  Number  of  Nurfes  agreed  with  to 
be  ready  when  fent  for  from  time  to  time, 
as  Children  are  brought  in.  No  Nurfe 
fliall  be  taken  into  the  Hofpital,  unlefs  upon 
Enquiry  made,  it  appear  to  the  Satisfaction 
of  the  Daily  Committee,  that  (he  is  a  Per- 
fon  fit  for  that  Employment,  and  has  had 
the  Small  Pox.  .  .  < 

No  Wet  Nurfe  (hall  be  taken  in  without 
a  particular  Examination  of  her  Health, 
and  the  Goodnefs  and  Age  of  her  Milk, 
in  fuch  Manner  as  the  Daily  Committee 
(hall  think  proper. 

No  Nurfe  (hall  be  permitted  to  go  out 
of  the  Hofpital,  nor  Vifiters  admitted  to 
come  in  to  her,  without  Leave  firfb  obtained 
from  the  chief  Nurfe. 

The  Nurfes  (hall  keep  themfelves  and 
the  Children  neat  and  clean,  and  drefs  and 
undrefs  them  at  proper  Times,  and  be  ac¬ 
countable  for  the  Children’s  Cloaths  deli¬ 
vered  to  them,  and  give  the  Children  only 
the  Food  appointed  for  them,  prepared  in 
fuch  Manner  as  (hall  be  directed  by  the 
Daily  Committee  from  time  to  time.  If 
any  Nurfe  fhall  dare  to  give  any  (Irong 
Liquors  or  Opiates  to  any  Child,  or  fhall 
be  found  to  have  any  fuch  in  her  Cuftody, 
(he  fhall  be  immediately  difcharged,  and 
for  ever  incapable  of  ferving  the  Hofpital. 

For 
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For  the  Encouragement  of  Nurfes  to  do 
their  Duty,  the  General  Committee  fhall 
have  Power  to  give  to  every  Nurfe,  who 
has  had  the  Care  of  any  Child  or  Children 
for  Two  Years,  or  upwards,  a  Reward  not 
exceeding  Ten  Shillings,  if  the  Child  or 
Children  fhall  appear  to  them  to  be  in  a 
healthy  and  thriving  Condition,  and  that 
due  Care  had  been  taken  thereof. 

All  Nurfes  in  the  Hofpital  fhall  be  under 
the  Care  and  Infpedtion,  and  obey  the  Or¬ 
ders  of  the  chief  Nurfe. 


CHAP.  III. 

Of  the  chief  Nurfe,  and  Fe?nale  Ser « 

vants. 

SHE  is  to  be  a  Perfon  unmarried,  and 
refide  in  the  Houle,  to  infpect  the 
Children  at  the  Time  of  their  Reception, 
as  before  is  diredled,  and  have  the  imme¬ 
diate  Care  and  Infpeflion  of  the  Nurfes, 
Children,  and  Female  Servants,  and  over 
the  Food  to  be  provided  for  the  Children ; 
to  have  the  Cuftody  and  Care  of  all  Linnen, 
Wearing  Apparel,  Bedding,  and  other 
fuch  Furniture,  and  of  all  Things  neceffary 
for  the  Maid  Servants,  and  deliver  the  fame 
to  them  refpedtively,  as  Occafion  fhall  re¬ 
quire.  She  is  alfo  to  receive  from  the  Stew¬ 
ard,  by  Order  of  the  Daily  Committee, 
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fuch  Cloathing  as  is  necelfary  for  the  Chil¬ 
dren,  and  diftribute  the  fame  to  the  Nurfes 
in  the  Hofpital,  and  to  Country  Nurfes  ; 
and  at  the  Time  fhe  delivers  them  to  the 
latter,  fhe  muft  give  them  a  Particular 
thereof,  and  take  their  Receipt  for  the 
fame  ;  which  fhe  is  to  deliver  to  the  Stew¬ 
ard,  to  be  filed  and  kept  by  him.  She  is 
frequently  to  vifit  the  Children,  examine 
the  Condubt  of  every  Nurfe,  and  not  per¬ 
mit  them  to  go  out  of  the  Houle,  or  receive 
Vifits  in  it,  but  on  reafonable  Occafions, 
and  conflantly  give  an  Account  to  the  Daily 
Committee  upon  thefe  Articles.  She  is  to 
keep  Inventories  of  all  Things  committed 
to  her  Care  ;  and  when  they  want  to  be  re¬ 
paired,  to  acquaint  the  Daily  Committee 
therewith. 

She  is  to  be  a  Perlon  unmarried,  refide 
in  the  Houfe,  and  be  under  the  DireblionCcuL* 
of  the  Chief  Nurfe.  She  is  to  receive  from 
the  Steward  all  the  Provifions  brought  into 
the  Hofpital,  fee  them  weighed,  and  at  the 
Time  of  weighing  receive  from  him  an  Ac¬ 
count  of  the  Weight  of  each  Sort,  as  weigh¬ 
ed  by  the  Steward  and  her  ;  which  Account 
fhe  is  to  produce  weekly  to  the  Governors, 
when  they  fettle  the  Steward’s  Accounts  ; 
and  to  keep  every  Place  under  her  Care 
neat  and  clean. 

She  is  to  be  a  Perfon  unmarried,  refide  The 
in  the  Houfe,  and  be  under  the  Direbt ion  Laundry 
of  the  Chief  Nurfe,  and  receive-  from  her  ^ 
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all  the  Linnen  and  other  Things  to  be  waili^ 
ed,  and  every  Thing  that  may  be  neceffary 
in  walking,  and  account  to  her  for  the  fame. 

All  the  other  Maid  Servants  fhall  take 
their  Orders  and  Directions,  from  time  to 
time,  from  the  Chief  Nurfe  ;  apply  to  her 
for  what  they  want  and  account  for  what 
jfhe  delivers  to  them. 


CHAP.  IV. 

Of  the  Steward  and  Men  Servants. 

HE  is  to  refide  in  the  Hofpital,  to  be 
a  fingle  Man  of  unblemifhed  Cha- 
rafter,  diligent  and  fober,  a  good  Account¬ 
ant,  and  confine  himfelf  entirely  to  theBu- 
finefs  of  the  Hofpital  *,  and  be  never  ab-* 
fent,  unlels  upon  the  Bufinefs  of  the  Hofpi- 
tal,  without  Leave  of  the  Daily  Commit¬ 
tee.  He  is  to  attend  the  Infpeftion  of  all 
Children  brought  into  the  Hofpital,  and 
make  the  feveral  Entries,  keep  the  Checques,. 
Regifters,  and  other  Books  ;  and  do  fuch 
other  Afls,  as  are  hereafter  mentioned. 

He  is  to  have  the  immediate  Infpeflion 
of  all  the  Men  Servants  belonging  to  the 
Hofpital,  and  of  every  thing  brought  in, 
or  carried  out  thereof  *,  and  to  have  the 
Care  of  providing  Utenfils,  Provilions,  and 
all  other  Neceffaries  for  the  Ufe  of  the  Ho¬ 
fpital  *,  and  pay  Servants  Wages,  and  cur¬ 
rent  Expences,  purfuant  to  particular  Orders 

of 
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of  the  Daily  Committee,  and  keep  a  parti¬ 
cular  Account  thereof  *,  take  Receipts  for 
all  Sums  exceeding  Ten  Shillings  disburfed 
by  him  in  a  Book  for  that  Purpofe  to  be 
produced,  together  with  his  Account,  which 
lhall  be  weekly  audited  by  the  Governors : 
And  he  fhall  alfo  keep  Inventories  of  all 
the  Things  committed  to  his  Charge  ;  and 
when  any  Alterations  are  neceffary  to  be 
made  therein,  he  is  firft  to  acquaint  the 
Daily  Committee  therewith.  He  fhall  take 
Care,  that  the  Servants  in  the  Hofpital 
have  their  Meals  in  the  Hofpital  at  the  par¬ 
ticular  Hours  and  Places  appointed  for  that 
Purpofe,  and  fhall  not  fuffer  any  of  the 
Provifions  to  be  carried  out  of  the  faid 
Place  :  And  fhall  caufe  a  Table  to  be  fixed 
up  containing  the  Diet  to  be  provided  for 
the  Servants  of  the  Houfe.

A  Book  for  entering  the  Money,  Bills, 
or  Effedts  received  from  charitable  Perfons, 
who  may  come  to  the  Hofpital,  and  put 
the  fame  into  a  Box,  to  be  kept  for  that 
Pur  pole. 

He  is  to  be  a  grave,  fober  Man,  unmar-  The  Por- 
ried,  and  conflantly  refide  in  the  Lodge, ter* 
at  the  Gate,  to  attend  there  at  Six  in  the 
Morning,  till  Ten  at  Night,  from  Lady- 
day  to  Michaelmas ;  and  at  Seven  in  the 
Morning  till  Nine  at  Night,  from  Michael¬ 
mas  to  Lady-day  •,  and  mail  not  leave  his 
Station  till  the  Watchman  relieves  him. 

If  any  Perfon  wants  any  Officer  or  Ser¬ 
vant  of  the  Holpital,  he  is  to  call  the  Per¬ 
fon  wanted ;  but  fhall  not  fuffer  any  Nurfe 
to  go  out  without  Leave  firfb  obtained 
from  the  chief  Nurfe,  who  is  to  enter  the 
Time  of  her  going  out  and  returning,  in 
a  Book  to  be  laid  before  the  Daily  Com¬ 
mittee. 

He  is  not  to  permit  any  Thing  to  be 
brought  in  or  carried  out  of  the  Hofpital, 
but  what  fhall  be  infpedtedby  the  Steward. 

He  is  to  be  habited,  as  hereafter  di¬ 
rected.  *  *  See  ^ 

Chap.  8#  . 
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He  is  to  be  a  ftrong,  fober,  healthy 
Man,  to  be  upon  Duty  from  Ten  at 
Night  till  Six  in  the  Morning,  from  Lady- 
day  to  Michaelmas  *,  and  from  Nine  at 
Night  till  Seven  in  the  Morning,  from 
Michaelmas  to  Lady -day.  He  mu  ft  not  leave 
his  Station,  till  the  Porter  relieves  him, 
and  fhall  light  fuch  Lamps  belonging  to 
the  Hofpital,  as  the  Daily  Committee  fhall 
dired*. 

The  Porter  and  Watchman  are  to  take 
Care  that  the  outward  Gate  of  the  Hofpi- 
tal  be  kept  fhut,.  and  do  not  fufter  idle 
Perfons  or  Beggars  to  come  into  the  Court, 
or  remain  about  the  Gate  of  or  Paflages 
to  the  Hofpital. 

They  are  to  be  particularly  careful  in 
delivering  every  Child  brought  to  the  Ho¬ 
fpital,  into  the  Hands  of  the  chief  Nurfe, 
to  be  infpeded,  as  mentioned  in  the  ftrft 
Chapter,  and  receive  their  Orders  from  the 
Steward  or  chief  Nurfe  thereupon  and 
they  fhall  not  prefume  to  ask  the  Perfon 
who  brings  a  Child  any  Queftion.  whatfo- 
ever,  or  by  any  Means  endeavour  to  dis¬ 
cover  who  the  Perfon  is,  oh  pain  of  their 
being  difmifled. 

There  fhould  be  a  Meflenger  to  go  of 
fuch*  Meflag.es,  or  carry  Burthens,  as  the 
Governors,  Secretary,  Steward,  or  chief 
Nurfe  fhall  direft,  to  attend  in  the  Hofpi¬ 
tal,  from  Six  in  the  Morning  from  Lady- 
day  to  Michaelmas  ,  and  from  Seven  in  the 

Morning, 
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Morning  from  Michaelmas  to  Lady-day ,  to 
receive  Orders,  and  attend  as  Door-keeper 
to  all  Meetings  of  the  Governors,  who  is 
to  be  cloathed  as  hereafter  diredted.  * 

No  Servant  whatfoever  belonging  to,  or 
employed  by  this  Hofpital,  fhall  be  buf¬ 
fered  to  keep  any  fpirituous  Liquors  in 
their  Cuftody  ;  and  if  they  do  fo,  or  be 
found  drunk,  they  fhall  be  immediately 
difcharged,  and  incapable  of  ferving  the 
Hofpital. 

The  Servants,  when  fick,  fhall  be  taken 
Care  of  by  the  Hofpital,  in  the  Infirmary* 
or  otherwile,  as  the  Daily  Committee  fhall 
diredt. 

Every  Perfon  applying  to  be  a  Servant 
of  the  Hofpital,  fhall  be  acquainted,  that 
Servants  are  only  to  be  paid  Wages  to  the 
refpedtive  Days  of  their  Difcharge,  may 
be  difcharged  without  any  previous  Notice, 
at  the  Pleafure  of  the  Daily  Committee, 
and  is  not  to  have  any  Certificate  or  writ¬ 
ten  Charadter  when  difcharged  ;  and  no 
Servant  to  take  or  receive  any  Fee,  Re¬ 
ward,  or  Gratuity  whatfoever  from  any 
Perfon  upon  any  Pretence.

Of  the  Infirmary  and  Apothecary ,  &c» 

FO  R  the  Care  of  the  fick  Children  or 
Servants,  a  Ward  or  Infirmary,  with 
proper  Attendants,  feparate  from  the  other 
Parts  of  the  Hofpital,  be  provided  ;  near 
which  an  Apothecary  fhall  refide,  and  have 
the  Care  and  Infpediion  of  the  fame,  and 
of  all  Medicines  fortheUfe  of  the  Hofpi¬ 
tal,  according  to  fuch  Directions  as  he  fhall 
from  time  to  time  receive.  He  fhall  be 
unmarried,  and  follow  no  Bufinefs,  but  in 
the  Hofpital  *  attend  the  Infpeclion  of 
Children  brought  in,  as  directed  in  the  firft 
Chapter,  and  on  all  other  Occafions,  as  the 
Daily  Committee  fhall  require. 

Whenever  there  fhall  be  Occahon  for 
further  Affiftance,  the  General  Committee 
fhall,  as  they  think  fit,  apply  to  fuch  Phy- 
ficians  and  Surgeons  who  are  willing  to  at- 
tend  without  Fee  or  Reward, 


CHAR  VI. 

Of  the  Secretary . 

AS  far  as  the  Secretary’s  Duty  falls  in 
with  the  Scheme  of  this  Plan,  he  is 
to  have  the  Cuftody  of,  and  regularly  keep 

all 
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all  the  Books  herein  after  mentioned,  to 
attend  the  General  Meetings,  Committee 
for  tranfadting  the  Adairs  of  the  Hofpital, 
and  all  other  Committees,  as  he  fhall  be 
directed  ;  to  take  Minutes  at  fuch  Meet¬ 
ings,  which  he  is  to  read  over  as  foon  as 
the  Bufinefs  is  ended,  to  get  them  figned 
by  the  Chairman,  and  to  enter  them  be¬ 
fore  the  next  Meeting,  when  he  is  to  read 
them  over  previous  to  any  other  Bufinefs; 
to  fend  by  the  MeiTenger  all  Summons’s  or 
Letters  to  the  Governors  or  other  Perfons, 
according  to  the  Orders  he  fhall  receive  for 
that  Purpofe,  or  as  the  By-laws  direct.

CHAR  VII. 

Of  the  Governors ,  or  the  Daily  Com¬ 
mittee. 

NOthing  being  fo  neceflary  to  execute 
this  Chanty  as  a  conftant  Vifitation 
and  Infpedtion  into  the  Behaviour  of  all 
the  Perions  employed  in  it,  to  prevent 
Abufes,  preferve  the  Children,  and  keep 
up  the  charitable  Difpofition  of  Mankind, 
there  fhould  be  at  lead  two  Governors  ap¬ 
pointed  daily  to  vifit  and  infpedt  the  Ho- 
fpital. 

To  make  this  Duty  more  eafy  to  the 
Governors,  we  propofe,  that  the  whole 
Number  be  divided  into  twelve  Gaffes, 
each  Clals  to  have  the  Infpedfion  of  the 
Ho  fpital  during  one  Month,  and  two  Go¬ 
vernors  of  it  to  vifit  the  Plofpital  every 
Day  *,  and  when  any  Governor  pleafes  to 
attend,  though  he  fhould  not  be  of  the 
Clals  then  in  Rotation,  he  fhall  have  an 
equal  Power  with  any  of  the  others  :  That 
this  Daily  Committee  of  two  or  more  Go¬ 
vernors  have  Power  to  fufpend,  remove. 
Or  dilplace  any  Nurie  or  inferior  Servant, 
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far  Mifdemeanors  or  Negledts,  and  fhall 
difcharge  fuch  as  are  guilty  of  Faults,  for 
which  they  ought  by  the  Rules  of  the  Ho- 
fpital  to  be  removed,  taking  Care  that  the 
Reafons  or  Caufe  of  the  Ddcharge  of  each 
Servant,  whether  at  their  own  Requeft,  or 
for  Misbehaviour,  or  otherwife,  be  entered 
in  the  Servants  Book,  kept  by  the  Steward,*  *  ^ee 
figned  with  the  initial  Letters  of  the  Names 
of  the  Daily  Committee,  who  difcharge 
them  ;  and  this  Committee  fhall  be  allb 
impowered  to  draw  upon  the  Treafurer  for 
all  Money  then  wanting  for  tlae  current 
Ex pences  of  the  Holpital,  payable  to  the 
Steward  i  and  fuch  Orders  and  Draughts 
fhall  be  figned  by  two  of  the  Governors 
attending,  on  die  Day  of  auditing  the 
weekly  Accompts,  and  by  one  of  the  Ge¬ 
neral  Committee,  and  entered  in  a  Book 
to  be  kept  for  that  Purpofe,  which  they 
are  to  fign. 

All  Accompts  of  the  Servants  in  the 
Holpital  are  to  be  audited  every  Wednes¬ 
day  weekly,  and  for  that  Purpofe  they  fhall 
be  examined  and  figned  by  the  Daily  Com¬ 
mittee,  with  at  lead  one  Member  of  the 
General  Committee  ;  and  thele  Accompts 
tranlmitted  by  them  to  the  Secretary,  to 
be  laid  at  the  next  Meeting  before  the 
General  Committee. 

All  Variations  in  the  Inventories,  to  be 
kept  in  the  Hofpital,  fhall  be  made  only 
by  Direction  of  the  Daily  Committee,  and 

B  4  figned 
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finned  with  the  initial  Letters  of  their 
Names :  They  fhall  likewife  take  Care  that 
the  proper  Entries  be  made  in  all  the 
Books  appointed  to  be  kept  in  the  Hofpi- 
tal,  all  Papers  be  properly  difpofed,  and 
every  Thing  done  in  the  Manner  hereby 
directed:  They  are  to  write  down  in  the 
Book  of  Obfervations  (hereafter  mentioned) 
and  fign  with  the  initial  Letters  of  their 
Names,  whatever  fhall  occur  to  them  relat¬ 
ing  to  the  Government  of  the  Hofpital, 
the  ConduCt  of  the  Officers,  and  Behaviour 
of  the  Servants :  They  fhall  have  a  parti¬ 
cular  Regard  to  the  Management  of  the 
Steward,  chief  Nurfe,  and  Apothecary, 
view  the  Medicines  belonging  to,  and  Pro- 
vifions  purchafed  for  the  Hoipital,  as  they 
fhall  think  fit;  be  careful  how  they  are 
difpofed  of,  and  exaCt  in  examining  the 
Behaviour  of  the  Nurfes  to  the  Children, 
and  their  keeping  them,  and  every  Thing 
belonging  to  them  neat  and  clean. 

For  receiving  Benefactions  from  chari¬ 
table  Perfons,  Boxes  with  two  different 
Locks  and  Keys  fhould  be  placed  in  con¬ 
venient  Parts  of  the  Hofpital ;  one  Key  to 
be  kept  by  one  of  the  Daily  Committee, 
and  the  other  by  the  Treasurer,  and  the 
Box  opened  in  the  Prefence  of  two  or 
more  Governors,  as  they  fhall  fee  Occafion, 
by  the  Steward ;  and  the  Money,  Bills,  or 
EffeCts  found  therein,  delivered  to  the 
Treafurer,  or  Pcrfon  appointed  by  him  ; 
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and  an  Entry  made  by  the  Steward,  in  the 
Prefence  of  the  laid  Committee,  of  what 
(hall  be  found  in  the  Box,  and  is  delivered 
to  the  Treafurer. 

The  Daily  Committee  (hall  view  all  the 
Cloaths  brought  in  for  the  Ufe  of  the  Ho- 
fpital,  compare  what  is  delivered  with  the 
Patterns  and  Con t raft  entered  into  by  the 
General  Committee,  and  not  fuffer  any 
fuch  Cloaths  to  be  worn,  until  they  have 
approved  thereof ;  of  which  Approbation 
they  are  to  tranfmit  a  Certificate  under  their 
Hands  to  the  Secretary,  to  be  laid  before 
the  General  Committee,  at  their  next 
Meeting. 

From  time  to  time,  as  Occafion  (hall 
require,  the  Daily  Committee  (hall  order 
the  Steward  to  deliver  out  the  Cloathing 
then  necefifary,  to  the  chief  Nurfe,  and  fee 
an  Entry  thereof  made  by  the  Steward,  in 
a  Book  to  be  kept  for  that  Purpofe. 

The  Books  and  Papers  to  be  kept  by 
the  Daily  Committee  are, 

A  Book  to  enter  their  Draughts  in  up¬ 
on  the  Treafurer,  to  contain  the  Date  of 
the  Draughts,  for  what  Sum,  and  the  Ba¬ 
lance  in  the  Steward’s  Hands  at  the  Time 
of  each  Draught. 

A  Book  of  Cloathing  delivered  to  the 
chief  Nurfe,  and  a  Book  for  Obferva- 
tions. 

The  Papers  of  the  Marks  of  the  Chil¬ 
dren  are  to  be  numbered,  and  kept  in  the 

Order 
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Order  they  are  delivered  each  Year,  by  it* 
ielf,  and  are,  together  with  the  Books,  to 
be  kept  locked  up  in  a  Place  for  that  Pur- 
pofc,  the  Key  whereof  is  to  be  delivered  to 
one  of  the  Daily  Committee,  who  is  to 
leave  it  and  the  Key  of  the  Box  for  Bene- 
factions,  fealed  up,  and  the  Name  of  the 
Governor  wrote  upon  a  Label,  fealed  with 
it,  in  the  Cuflody  of  the  Steward,  to  be 
delivered  over,  fo  fealed,  to  one  of  the 
Daily  Committee,  who  attends  the  next 
Day  :  Which  Seal  is  not  to  be  opened, 
but  by  fuch  Governor  ;  and  the  Steward 
fhall  be  immediately  difcharged,  if  he  pre¬ 
fume  to  open  the  fame. 

There  are  feveral  other  Particulars  re¬ 
lating  to  the  Duty  of  the  Daily  Committee, 
which  being  inferted  in  the  proper  Places, 
need  not  be  here  repeated,  as  it  is.  incum¬ 
bent  on  that  Committee  to  affift  in,  and 
fuperintend  the  Execution  of  every  Part  of 
this  Plan. 


CHAP.  VIII. 

Of  the  Committee  for  tranjacling  the 
Affairs  of  the  Hofpitai \  or  General 
Committee . 


THIS  Committee  ought  to  be  in> 
powered  to  elecd  and  appoint  the  in¬ 
ferior  Officers,  and  Nurfes,  and  Servants, 
neceffary  to  execute  the  Charity;  but  no 

Nurle 
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Nurfe  fliall  be  fo  appointed,  unlefs  a  Cer¬ 
tificate  be  produced,  figned  by  the  Daily  ' 
Committee,  that  fhe  has  been  examined, 
and  is  a  fit  and  proper  Perfon  for  that  Em¬ 
ployment. 

To  make  all  Contrads  and  Agreements, 
and  take  particular  Care  to  inlert  therein 
the  Limitations  and  Reftridions  mentioned 
in  the  Pian,  and  keep  a  Book  for  regi¬ 
ltring  all  fuch  Contracts  and  Agreements. 

*  They  are  alio  to  take  Care  of  the  placing 
out  the  Children  •,  and  in  the  Contracts 
made  for  that  Purpofe,  to  provide,  that  the 
Children  fo  placed  out  fnall  not  be  abufed, 
and  referve  a  Power  to  the  General  Com¬ 
mittee  to  infped  their  Ulage  from  time 
to  time  ;  and  fuch  Contracts  lhall  be  pro¬ 
perly  regiftered. 

This  Committee  is  to  have  the  Diredion 
of  the  Cloathing  for  the  Hofpital,  and  con- 
trad  for  the  fame  ;  but  no  Orders  for  the 
Payment  for  Cioaths  delivered  in  lhall  be 
made  out,  till  a  Certificate  is  produced  from 
the  Daily  Committee,  that  the  Cloathing 
is  received  and  approved  of  by  them  *,  and 
Patterns  of  every  Particular  belonging  to 
the  Cloathing  fhould  be  provided,  and  de¬ 
livered  to  the  Steward,  to  remain  in  the 
Hofpital. 

All  Cloathing  to  be  ufed  by  the  Hofpi¬ 
tal  lhall  be  of  the  Manufadure  of  Great 
Britain  or  Ireland , 
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All  the  Children  fhall  be  cloathed  in  the 
fame  Manner,  and  alike  in  Materials  and 
Colour  ;  and  fufficient  Cloathing  provided, 
that  every  Child  may,  upon  its  Reception, 
have  the  Cloathing  of  the  Hofpital,  and 
from  time  to  time  new  Cloathing,  fuitable 
to  its  Age,  as  the  Daily  Committee  fhall 
find  Occalion  ;  and  the  Porter  may  be  pro¬ 
vided  with  a  proper  Gown  and  Staff,  the 
Meffenger  with  a  Suit  of  Cloaths. 

It  is  left  to  this  Committee  to  confider 
of  what  Colour  the  Woollen  Cloathing  to 
be  ufed  by  this  Hofpital  fhould  be,  and  of 
what  Diltindtions  they  fhall  think  neceffary, 
when  they  fix  the  Patterns  for  the  Hofpital. 

The  Charter  veiling  in  this  Committee 
the  Management  of  the  Ellate  and  Effedts 
of  the  Corporation,  Care  mull  be  taken 
that  the  Books  before  directed,  relating  to 
that  Bufinels,  be  regularly  kept,  the  Debts 
and  Legacies  recovered,  the  Houfes  kept 
in  Repair,  and  fuch  Officers  removed,  as 
fhall  neglect  their  Duty,  or  be  guilty  of  any 
Misbehaviour  therein. 


CHAP.  IX. 

Of  the  Treafurer . 

WHAT  relates  to  this  Officer  further 
than  is  already  eltablifhed  by  the 
Charter  and  Adi  of  Parliament,  or  is  pro- 

perly 
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perly  the  Sub]e£t  of  the  By-laws,  is.  That 
he  fhould  anfwer  all  the  Draughts  made 
upon  him  by  the  General  and  Daily  Com¬ 
mittee,  and  immediately  pay  the  Money  to 
the  Steward,  or  other  Perfon,  as  directed, 
and  take  a  Receipt  for  the  fame  *,  and  keep 
a  particular  Book  of  all  Draughts  from 
the  Daily  Committee,  and  the  Perfon  to 
whom,  and  the  Time  when  he  pays  them. 


CHAP.  X. 


THE  Office  of  the  Prefident  is  to 
prefide  in  the  General  Courts,  to 
keep  Decency  and  Order,  to  explain  to  the 
Court  the  Bufinefs  of  that  Aflembly,  to 
put  Queflions  which  fhall  be  propofed  arid 
feconded  in  the  Order  they  are  propofed, 
and  that  by  Way  of  Ballot,  if  demanded, 
to  declare  the  Numbers  on  the  Ballot,  and 
on  which  Side  the  Queftion  is  determined  , 
and  in  Cafe  of  an  Equality  of  Voices,  is 
-to  have  a  double  or  calling  Voice.  The 
Court  is  not  to  be  adjourned  till  the  Ba- 
.fmefs  is  ended,  unlefs  by  Confent  of  the 
Majority  of  Governors  and  Guardians  pre- 
fent.  He  is  to  order  extraordinary  Courts 
to  be  lummoned  as  oft  as  he  fhall  be  de- 
•fired  by  any  Seven  of  the  Governors  and 
Guardians,  in  cafe  they  fignify  their  Re~ 

quefl 
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queft  in  Writing,  together  with  the  Rea^ 
fon  for  which  they  defire  fuch  Court  to  be 
held  ;  and  he  is  to  have  one  Key  of  the 
Seal  of  the  Hofpital. 

In  his  Ablence  the  Vice-prefident*  firft 
named  in  the  Lift  of  Vice-prefidents*  then 
prefent,  has  all  the  Power  of  the  Prefi- 
dent,  except  that  of  fummoning  extra¬ 
ordinary  General  Courts,  which  is  by  the 
Charter  reftrained  to  the  Prefident. 


CHAP.  XI. 

Of  the  General  Courts . 

PRevious  to  the  holding  any  General 
Court,  whether  ordinary  or  extraor¬ 
dinary,  Three  Days  Notice  is  to  be  given 
%  See  the  in  the  Gazette*  ;  which  Notice  is  to  con¬ 
tain  the  Purpofes  for  which,  fuch  Court  is 
to  be  held. 

The  ordinary  Courts  are  appointed  by 
the  Charter,  one  of  which  is  annual,  and 
appointed  to  be  held  on  the  fecond  tVednef- 
day  in  May,  for  electing  by  Ballot  the  Pre¬ 
fident,  Six  Vice-prefidents,  a  Trealurer, 
the  General  Committee,  and  Secretary. 
See  the  Charter. 

If  the  Eleftion  be  not  compleated  on  that 
Day,  the  Court  may  be  adjourned,  and  the 
Election  compleated  within  Forty  Days  af¬ 
ter.  See,  the  Act  of  Parliament .

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Two  Scrutineers  fhall  be  nominated  and 
ehofen  by  the  Majority  of  Hands  prefent, 
before  the  Ballot  fhall  begin,  which  fhall 
be  at  Eleven  of  the  Clock  in  the  Fore¬ 
noon,  and  continue  till  Two  in  the  After¬ 
noon,  at  which  Time  the  Ballot  fhall  be 
doled,  and  no  Lift  received  after.  The 
Secretary,  or  Perlon  appointed  for  that 
Purpofe,  fhall  mark  in  a  Lift  of  the  Go¬ 
vernors  and  Guardians,  the  Name  of  every 
Governor  and  Guardian  offering  to  vote, 
before  he  delivers  his  Ballot  to  the  Perfon 
prefiding,  who-  fhall  immediately  put  it  in¬ 
to  a  proper  Glafs. 

The  Prefident,  Six  Vice-prefidents,  and 
Treafurer,  fhall  be  of  all  Committees,  and 
have  Voices  there. 

Forty  two  Perfons  fhall  be  annually 
ehofen  out  of  the  Governors  and  Guar¬ 
dians,  .at  fuch  Time  and  Manner  as  is  di¬ 
rected  by  the  Charter  and  A 61  of  Parlia¬ 
ment,  who,  together  with  the  Prefident, 
Six  Vice-prefidents,  and  Treafurer,  fhall  be 
the  General  Committee  for  managing, 
and  tranfaCting  the  Affairs  of  the  Corpo¬ 
ration  for  the  Year  enfuing,  and  until 
others  fhall  be  eleCted  in  their  Room  : 
And  fourteen  Days  previous  to  the  laid  an¬ 
nual  Election  of  the  General  Committee, 
a  Lift  fhall  be  printed  of  the  Names  of  the; 
Governors  and  Guardians,  and  a  Lift  of 
the  General  Committee,  and  the  Regula¬ 
tions 
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tions  concerning  the  Ele&ion  of  the  laid 
Committee  fhali  aifo  be  printed,  every  Lift 
containing  the  Names  of  more  than  Twen¬ 
ty  eight  Pcrfons  which  were  of  the  Forty 
two,  who  were  fo  eledled  the  preceding 
Year,  fhali  be  totally  rejected ;  and  all 
Difputes  concerning  the  Election  of  the 
faid  Committee,  fhali  be  determined  by 
the  Majority  of  Governors  and  Guardians 
then  prefent. 

At  the  faid  annual  General  Meeting,  the 
Report  of  the  Special  Committee  appoint¬ 
ed  at  the  quarterly  General  Meeting  before, 
to  examine,  audit,  and  adjuft  the  Ac- 
compts  of  the  Treafurer,  Officers,  and 
Servants,  to  Lady-day  preceding,  being  to 
be  received,  if  then  approved  of,  may  be 
ordered  to  be  printed. 

The  Quarterly  Courts  are  to  be  held  on 
the  hrft  IVednefdays  after  Lady-day ,  Mid- 
fummer ,  Michaelmas ,  and  Chriftmas-day .  At 
thefe  Courts,  and  no  other,  Leafes  may  be 
executed,  and  By-laws  made  ;  but  the  By¬ 
laws  are  not  binding  till  confirmed  by  fome 
fucceeding  Court.  See  the  Adi  of  Parlia¬ 
ment. 

At  the  Quarterly  Court  next  after  Lady- 
dayy  a  Committee  fhali  be  appointed  for 
the  auditing  the  Accompts  of  this  Corpo¬ 
ration,  according  to  the  By-lav/  for  that 
Purpofe.  See  By-law  the  yth. 


At 
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At  the  General  Courts  Governors  and 
Guardians  may  be  elected  by  Ballot,  but 
a  Regulation  of  thefe  Eledtions  being  par¬ 
ticularly  referred  to  us,  we  have  made  a 
feparate  Report  concerning  that  Matter. 

Upon  the  Choice  of  any  Governor  and 
Guardian,  Notice  thereof  (hall  be  lent  him 
by  the  Secretary,  together  with  printed 
Copies  of  the  Charter,  A£t  of  Parliament, 
By-l  aws,  and  Plan,'  for  the  Regulation  of 
this  Corporation. 

We  having  now  gone  through  what  to 
us  appears  necehary  for  the  immediate 
Execution  of  the  Powers  veiled  in  the  Cor¬ 
poration  by  His  Majefty’s  Charter,  many 
Particulars  may  occur,  which  Experience 
may  vary,  but  which  Practice  only  can 
teach. 

We  therefore  fubmit  thefe  to  the  Con- 
fideration  of  the  General  Court,  and  fhall 
only  add,  That  in  our  Opinion,  to  keep 
up  and  encourage  the  charitable  Difpofition 
of  Mankind  to  this  Hofpital,  it  may  be 
proper  to  appoint  lome  particular  Day  for 
an  annual  Charity  Sermon,  at  which  all 
the  Governors  fhould  be  defired  to  attend 
the  Prefident,  from  the  Hofpital  to  feme 
proper  Church  ;  and  a  particular  Number 
appointed  to  colledl  the  Benefadhons  of 
charitable  Perlons,  for  the  Maintenance  and 
Support  of  the  Hofpital,  with  luch  Marks 
of  Diftindtion  to  the  Colle&ors,  as  fhall 

C  be 
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be  thought  proper  ;  and  when  hereafter 
Children  educated  in  the  Hofpital  are 
grown  up,  they  fhould  likewife  attend  up¬ 
on  this  Occafion  *,  which  Meeting  of  the 
Governors  perhaps  might  not  be  an  im¬ 
proper  one  for  a  Colledion  among  them- 
felves,  to  enable  the  Corporation  to  execute 
their  Truft. 

All  which  we  leave  to  the  Confedera¬ 
tion  of  the  General  Court.

All  Sums  of  Money  which  are  received 
by  the  Treafurer  on  account  of  this  Cor¬ 
poration,  fhall  be  paid  into  the  Bank  of 
England ,  when  the  lame  fhall  amount  to 
more  than  Two  hundred  Pounds.  And  all 
Monies  to  be  paid  on  account  of  this  Cor¬ 
poration,  fhall  be  paid  by  the  Treafurer 
out  of  Imprelt  Sums  to  be  made  to 
him  by  Order  of  the  General  Committee, 
by  Draughts  upon  the  Bank  of  England, , 
figued  by  the  Chairman,  and  two  at  Jeaft 
of  the  faid  Committee.
